lines 14-28, Heuser '900 disclose a syringe 44 inserted along a guiding catheter (not shown) into the vessel proximal second 
balloon (30) and the guiding catheter inherently capable move past the balloons when the balloon is deflated if one desired to 
do so. The guiding catheter inherently is a tube .
